should be an issue at all. 
One’s sexual orientation 
is no reflection of 
their courage. Those 
who fight for freedom shouldn’t face 
discrimination from the government they 
protect. Ultimately, the military should 
be promoting honesty among its service 
members, not secrecy. 


The “Don’t ask, don’t tell” policy — 


needs to be done away with for many 
reasons. With our nation at war it is 
imperative to have the best and brightest 
fighting for freedom. We need the most 
qualified and competent people defending 
us, regardless of their sexual orientation. 
U.S. soldiers actually already serve with 
openly gay service members from other 
countries. 

This joint service has created no 
problems for American personnel. The 
British military, our strongest ally in 
Iraq, has openly gay service members 
working alongside American forces, with 
no problems at all. 

Thirteen years and over 10,000 
discharges later I don’t think it’s wrong 
for me to say that something needs to be 
changed. Never should anyone have the 
right to refuse service or employment to 
an individual because of the person they 
love, especially the government. 

I briefly dated an individual who was 
involved in the military. Things were great 
and I thought we had something special, 
but it all ended. He said he had too much 
to loose, and didn’t want to jeopardize his 
future with the armed forces. He has since 
ignored the person he truly is to serve a 
country that chooses to ignore the people 
like me that he once truly loved.

The Graduate started as a book in the 1960s 
then became the famous, Academy Award- 
winning movie with Dustin Hoffman. A few 
years ago, after passing the test of time, The 
Graduate moved to Broadway as a play. 

Today, it’s on stage at the Omaha 
Community Playhouse. 

The Graduate tells the story of a recent 
college grad, lost in his 1960s-environment, 
not knowing where he wants to go or what 
he wants to do. 

Benjamin is seduced by his father’s 
business partner’s wife, Mrs. Robinson. 
But after the affair has been going on for 
some time, Ben is set up on a date with the 
Robinsons’ daughter, Elaine, who he falls in 
love with. It’s part love story, part drama, 
and (especially in it’s play incarnation) part 
comedy. 

The story still works today. It’s still set in 
the 1960s, but that has no effect on how much 
we connect with the character of Ben. The 
story is one of self-discovery and growing 
up. Ben is just making the transition into true 
adulthood, like many of us here at UNO. 

It’s easy to see that the Playhouse is 
trying to attract a younger audience with 
the addition of the play to its fall line-up. For 
those that haven't read the book, seen the 


movie, or seen the show in another city, this 
is your chance. It’s a great play and definitely 
one that the Playhouse should be proud of. 

Director Carl Beck directs his cast to take 
full use of the comedy in the show. There are 
no complaints with how this show is staged. 
Jim Othuse’s minimalist set is easy for the 
audience to understand and doesn’t take 
away from the actors or story. It does exactly 
what it’s supposed to. 

The actors are perfectly cast here. The 
look of the actors and the voices they lend to 
their characters simply could not be better. 
There’s really not a stand-out here, but the 
leads should be pointed out. Kevin Bensley (a 
recent UNO grad) is great as Benjamin as are 
Connie Lee as Mrs. Robinson and Christina 
Rohling as Elaine.

But minus some anomalies from 
The Who member Peter Townshend, and a 
follow-up album by Meatloaf, it appeared 
that the life of the rock opera doomed to 
burn out in obscurity. 

In the mid 90s controversial rock icon 
Marilyn Manson revived the genre with 
Antichrist Superstar, Mechanical Animals, and 
Holy Wood. 

There was still no complete revival 
of the actual term “rock opera,” however, 
until 2004 when Green Day released their 
massively successful American Idiot. Soon 
after, bands like My Chemical Romance 
and Fiery Furnaces helped flesh out the full- 
blown renewal. Now, in October 2005, the 
experimental St. Louis punk rock band Ludo 
will be added to the list with the release of 
Broken Bride. 

The band’s second major release tells 
the story of aman simply called the Traveler 
who mourns the death of his wife after 
a tragic car accident in 1989. He is then 
determined to build a time machine to return 
to the day of the crash to save his “broken 
bride.” During his attempt to save his wife, 
he is sent everywhere from too far back to 
too far forward and into the Apocalypse. The 
Traveler then is forced to make a decision 
between returning to save his lost wife and 
helping save all of humanity. 

People who have not had any experience 
with Ludo’s work will most likely find 
the story laughable, but for a band whose 
popular songs discuss things like a boyfriend 
who is forced to watch the movie Good Will 
Hunting by himself, a man who falls hard 
for a woman he meets across the room of an 
out of control party, and a werewolf that is 


mature, so does their music. 

With Broken Bride, Ludo takes a step in 
the right direction with tracks like “Part I: 
Broken Bride” and “Save Our City,” but it is 
the entire opus which clocks in at just under 
thirty minutes which is what makes this 
release truly interesting. 

Those who pick up the album will be 
treated to not only the band’s rock opera, 
but an enhanced portion of the CD which 
has a live performance of the first track 
and behind the scenes footage of the band 


_writing, practicing, and producing Broken 


Bride. The album is hard to find right now 
though, and actually has several different 
release dates across the country, so for anyone 
who wants to pick up the album, they are 
recommended to purchase the record from 
the band’s website: www.ludorock.com. 
The truth is that not everyone is going to 
be a fan of Ludo, and some of you may still 
be wondering whether to check this album 
out or not. There is such an unquestionably 
strong fan base in the Omaha area to indicate 
that no matter how obscure the band may 
seem, their music is just as good and 
addictive as it is weird, though. So keep your 
mind and wallets open long enough to take 
an amazing journey with one of the most 
entertaining bands you have never heard of.

After three wins on the road stretched 
the UNO soccer team’s 
streak to eight, there is 
a strong chance the No. 
7 Mavericks could break 
into the top five in the 
newest polls. 

The Mavs _§ started 
their tour of the upper 
plains Wednesday at 
Wayne State. The team 
traveled to Vermillion, 
South Dakota for a 
showdown with the 
Coyotes on Friday and 
wrapped up the first leg 
of their road schedule at 
No. 24 North Dakota. 

In Wednesday’s 
game, the Mavericks’ 
forward Beth McGill 
scored a pair of goals to give UNO a 2-1 
win over Wayne State. The two goals were 
McGill’s fifth and sixth on the season and 
brought her individual point total up to 
13, 

McGill scored the first goal of the game 
in the 17th minute of play off of a corner 
kick. The 1-0 lead held through the first 
half and into the break. McGill extended 
the lead to two with an unassisted goal 
10 minutes into the second half. The 
Wildcats put themselves on the board 
in the 64"' minute of the game, but the 
Mavericks held on to pick up the win. 

UNO held a 20-8 advantage on shots 
and only allowed WSU three on goal. 
Amy price picked up two saves for the 
Mavs and improved her record to 5-1-0. 

In Friday’s match-up, South Dakota 
looked like they could snap the Mavericks’ 
winning streak when they carried a 1-0 
lead into halftime. The Mavs refused to 
give up and came alive in the second half 
to put together a three-goal comeback. 

USD went on the board first when 
they scored on a penalty kick 12 minutes

The University of North Dakota’s 
weekend did not start on a good. note 
when the NCAA announced Thursday 
afternoon that it had denied an appeal 
to let the school use the Fighting Sioux 
nickname in postseason play. The 
Mavericks made things worse with a 3-0 
shutout on Sunday afternoon. 

It took the Mavs more than 72 minutes 
to get on the board against the Sioux but 
UNO put up three goals in only 12 minutes 
in the second half. Amber Richardson 
kicked things off for the Mavericks when 
she scored her second goal of the year, 
unassisted, 72 minutes and 42 seconds 
into the game. Five minutes later, lwansky 
scored her fourth goal of the season on a 
pass from Beale. Beale scored a goal of her 
own 85 minutes into the match to close 
things out for the Mavericks. 

The Mavericks out shot the Fighting 
Sioux 22-7 and only gave 
up one shot in the second 
half.

needed to come out and do something 
great because that South Dakota loss took 
some confidence away from our team,” said 
UNO senior running back Jamar Day. He 
ran 12 times for 94 yards and a touchdown 
in Saturday’s game despite playing through 
the pain of a high ankle sprain. Senior 
quarterback Brian Masek conipleted 59: 
percent of his passes for 161 yards and 
three touchdowns. Four different Maverick 
receivers also had touchdown receptions.

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The scars of an abused youth can $250 Billion for Relief Smells Like 
bring strength for tomorrow 


It’s Monday morning, and 
I'm in eighth grade at Morton 
Junior High. The alarm clock 
next to my bed jolts me awake 
at about 6:30 a.m. I reach out 
and smack the snooze button 
and just lie there for a few 
minutes. Thinking. Wishing. 
Hoping that today isn’t going 
to be torture, like every other 
day. I know it will be, though, 
and I slowly sit up and get out 
of bed. 

I step into the shower and 
let the hot water soak my skin. 
I'm only about 5-foot-5-inches, but I weigh 
close to 180 pounds. Not obscenely obese, 
but overweight enough to have been called a 
fat-ass thousands of times during the last few 
years of my life. 

Stepping out of the shower, I go to my 
room and begin my daily ritual of deciding 
what to wear that day. All my clothes are 
oversized ‘and dark in color.

Bruises are perpetual—an endless supply 
that I can usually hide from my parents, but 
when I can’t, I tell them “we were just messing 
around at school.” 

Another day, I’m riding home on the bus 
after school. Most of the time if I sit in the front 
and keep my eyes straight ahead, I can get 
lucky and make it home without anything 
happening. But not always. 

A kid in the back comes up and sits next 
to me. He asks me if I’ve ever kissed a girl. 
He says he and a couple girls in back want to 
know. 


“There’s nobody that would ever kiss 
him!” one of the girls yells from the back. The 
kid next to me smiles. 

“Come on, fatboy,” he says. “You ever 
kissed a girl?” 

I keep my eyes down and tell him no. He 
laughs and yells to the back that Josh has never 
kissed a girl.

of Engineers. According to the request, $40 
billion would be given to the corps. However, 
the Army Corps have stated, according to the 
CAGW Web site, that their annual budget is 
$4 billion, one-tenth of this request, and this is 
just for the entire nation. However, the Army 
Corps also stated that the funds they’d need 
to secure New Orleans from a Category 5 
hurricane would come to $2.5 million, or one- 
sixteen-hundredth of the amount they’ve 
been allocated. That’s about $37.5 billion 
that’s being wasted thus far. 

What else if being wasted here? 

Let’s see... There’s about $25 million, 
which was going towards finishing a 
sugarcane research facility. Do they really 
need this?
